Senator Belsiuuv's amendment provides 


that In making -.he recession, California 
Tvlli be relieved from all further cost of 
"caring for the Yosemite Valley. 


It also requires that the United Sta-tes 


shall forever hold the valley and the 
Mariposa crove for purposes of recrea- 
tion and mat no vested rights shall be 
Interferred with. 


In a stirring speech Senator Curtln of 


Tuolumne opposed the proposed amend- 
ment. He declared that while promises 
had been made that the United States 
would improve the Yosemite that no defi- 
nite time had been set for such aotion. 
This was bad business policy, he said. 
.Curtin concluded his argument by de- 
Ciani\Er that the entire bill was unconsti- 
tutional as-the State had no right to give 
•way anything of •vnuio.-

It had already exercised all but 
one of its challenges, and ha did not 
think that position was fair to the de- 
fense, which had not yet exhausted half 
its challenges. He thought it-would be 
far • better and save time to wait- until 
Monday, when Mr. Berry's Tphyslcian 
thinks he can attend court,.

' Attorney General "(yebb said that either 
the Jury, must be abandoned and a new 
one. drawn, or, in the discretion of the 
court, another juror could be drawn in 
Berry's place.

thought, would have a right to challenge 
the jurors already sworn in.

SACRAMENTO, February 2. 


—Among the bills introduced in 
the Senate today was one by Bel- 
shaw relating to the disqualifica-

President Wheeler said that he first 


learned of McXowen's embeizlement 
on the day before the Secretary made 
hi* confession! 


He was then Informed that a check 


signed by Mrs. Phoebe Hearst had 
been given by McKowen 
to a race 


track bookmaker to settle an obliga- 
tion. 


"I sent for McKowen at once," said 


President Wheeler, "but falling to find 
him, left word for him to call on me 
the next day. 


"He did so and I asked him If he 


had been using the funds of the Uni- 
versity. 


"He was silent for several minutes 


and being pressed again to confess 
any wrong-doing said he had taken the 
University's money in amounts, which, 
at the time, he could not state ex- 
actly.

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A Good Bill to Beat. 


Assembly Bill No. 358 outlines a scheme for the protection of the 


forests of California from fife. 'When-th'e-provisions -of this bill are 
duly considered it becomes apparent that its title should be amended. 
Since under the Constitution the subject and object of every bill must 
be stated clearly in its title, this should be entitled "A Bill to appro- 
priate public moneys for the benefit of the private owners of timber 
lands in the State of California, and for the further purpose of pro- 
tecting- the National forest reservations from fire at the expense of

What can be accomplished by a fair determined and fearless ex-

The bill creates a new officer, to be known as the State Fire 


forests of California from fire. 
a Deputy State Warden and 


Warden, and creates a new department of State administration. It 
does this by the indirect method of making the Governor, the Sec- 
retary of State and the Attorney General, with the newly created 
Fire Warden, a commission, to have charge of the protection of the 


It then authorizes the appointment of 
a Clerk, and the fees and salaries of 


each are fixed by the bill. It then proceeds to provide that the State 
shall be divided into ten fire districts with ten District Wardens, and 
further that these District Wardens shall appoint forest rangers, fire 
guards, watchers and other subordinates for the purpose of patrol- 
ing the forests and preventing'the spread of incipient fires, and for 
the extinguishment of fires which may have acquired headway. One- 
half of the expense of this system of safeguarding the forests of the 
State is to be paid by the State and one-half by the counties. The 
whole is to be paid by the State primarily, but the counties are to 
reimburse the,State for one-half of its expenditures under this head. 


The District Wardens and the Deputy District Wardens are 


vested with the powers of arresting officers—they are practically to 
stand guard against all camping and all excursions into the forests 
of California, and they are clothed with authority so absolute and ir- 
responsible that they will become petty despots, and ultimately make 
the forests of California wholly inaccessible to summer tourists and to 
fishing and camping parties. In case of fire, incipient or otherwise, 
these District Deputies may .summon every_ person from the age of 
sixteen to fifty to assist in extinguishing the fires, and upon their 
failure to respond they are to be subjected to a fine of fifteen dollars 
and other penalties. If they respond they are to receive twenty cents 
an hour for their services. 
Bo\s ot the age of sixteen and, over 


would be eligible to service at twenty cents an hour, and may serve 
as many hours as they may see fit. 


The mountains of California contain a nomadic population, gen- 


erated largely by mining prospecting 
Everywhere the forests of 


California are infested with depredators, shake and shingle makers; 
men (and families) who live by hunting and fishing; prospectors by the 
hundreds, who eke out a precarious existence by searching for gold 
mines. All these classes would find the promised twenty cents an 
hour an easy and convenient method of raising immediate cash 
A 


man with three or four boys, making five ehgibles in a family, re- 
ceiving twenty cents an hour, would have an aggregate of a dollar an 
hour, and they would be permitted to work fifteen or sixteen hours 
a day if they chose. That this provision is incendiary is perfectly ap- 
parent to those who may be intelligent upon the existence of this ir- 
responsible population. 
' 


The forested lands of California are owned either by the Govern- 


ment or by private individuals. There are single individuals who own 
500,000 acres of timber land. From this quantity the holdings are 
graded down to 300,000 acres, to 100,000, to 50,000, to 10,000, and 
so on. The Government has put under forest reservation about 16,- 
000,000 acres of land, and now comes the Bureau of Forestry, at 
Washington, and deliberately proposes that the Government monopoly 
of sixteen millions of acres in California shall be made inexpensive to 
the Government by protecting the reservations from fire a,t State 
and county expense. 
The State is to erect machinery whereby the 


forests are to be filled with cruisers, rangers, and fire wardens, with 
authority to summon the nomadic class now inhabiting the mount- 
ains for the purpose of protecting the property of private individuals 
from destruction, loss or damage. There may be a crying necessity 
for the tetter protection of the forests of California from fire, but the 
bill under consideration will not furnish that protection. Aside from 
its incendiary feature it simply erects a costly and unwieldly bureau, 
which will be the most comfortable and attractive asylum for the 
political lazaro'ni of the State that has ever been invented. 


This was an act of wisdom and mercy that will go far to justify the elec- 
tion of Governor Douglass, even if he should make many serious mis- 
takes.

much more per capita from the State school fund that do the rural 
teachers. The school fund is not apportioned according to the num- 
ber of teachers but is distributed among the counties in proportion to 
the number of children of school age. San Francisco gets more per 
teacher because the classes are larger, averaging more than twice as 
many pupils as the classes in rural schools. This is not due to any in- 
equality in the apportionment of school money but is to be ascribed to 
the paucity of inhabitants in the country districts. The idea that a ru- 
ral teacher presiding over a primary "class of .twenty to thirty pupils 
should draw as much money from the State school fund as the leacher 
of a class of seventy in a, graded city school is absurd. There is no 
comparison between the work and capabilities of the one and the work 
and capabilities of the other.

This 
bill 


places the building of through roads 
In the county under the supervision 
of a State Highway Commissioner. 


Supervisor Mitchell had heard that 


ex-Sheriff Harry Morse had preceded 
him and had announced that (he aim- 
•ed to have legislation enacted which 
would prevent the Supervisors taking 
money for road purposes out of any 
fund save the road district fund and 
that, under no circumstances, he said, 
would he allow the money to be taken 
out of the County General Fund. The

When Kid McCoy was In his prime 


he was one of the greatest fighters the 
•world 
has ever known. 
There 
has 


rbeen considerable discussion concern- 
Ing his rareer since his recent re- 
tirement from the ring. 
In 1894 he 


•was just .budding into manhood. 


Possessed of groat height and reach 


.for a lad of his weight, ana with it a 
lot of speed and the faculty of picking 
up knowledge of hip chosen profession 
and retaining it, McCoy went to De- 
troit to assist Tommy Ryan in his 
preparation for his match with Jack 
Dempsey. 


"Parson" Davles engaged the "Kid," 


and being eager to get experience, he 
was not loath to put the gloves on with 
the world-beating Ryan, and take his 
bumps In daily workouts. And Ryan, 
^rho, when in training, is not the most 
amiable person in the world, did not 
spare the young Hoosier; on the con- 
trary, he heaped all kinds of abuse 
onto McCoy. 
' 


RUBBED INSULTS INTO BOY. 
In the first place he sent the "Kid" 
to 
a cheap 
boarding 
house, while 


Thomas lived at a big hotel. Then he 
forced the "Kid" to do all the dirty 
•work, and in the presence of visitors 
every afternoon he gave him 
awfui 


beatings. 
To 
all this McCoy 
sub- 


mitted without a whimper, for he was 
anxious to learn. He proved an apt 
pupil, although Ryan took him for a 
simple-minded "dub." 


He picked up all of Tommy's clev- 


erness, but refrained from showing it. 
Later on McCoy worked his way to 


New Orleans, where Bob Fitzsimmons 
•was training to fight Dan Creedon for 
•the middleweight 
championship, and 


to Bob the "Kid" profered his services. 
Fltz being shy of trainers, and McCoy 
being willing to work for his board, the 
youngster was promptly engaged. 


He utilized all that he had learned 


from Ryan in his bouts with Fits, and 
the lanky fellow was greatly impressed 
-•with the Hoosier boy's work, and com- 
plimented him highly telling him that 
If he would take care of himself he 
•would some day become a great pu- 
gilist. 


Meanwhile McCoy watched old Bob 
very closely, and soon caught on to 
the Australian's knack oC hitting. Some 
weeks after the Fltzsimmons-Creedon 
battle McCoy boarded a freight train 
and got to New York. 


He said at the time that he would 


i lick Tommy Ryan inside of a year just 
J as sure as his name was McCoy, and 
i he made good his word. 


Before tackling Ryan the Kid went 


to Baltimore and won a couple of lit- 
tle scraps there, after which he went to 
Boston and boxed a twenty-floe round 
draw with Dick O'Brien, who was 
| then in his prime. 


This was the first contest that ever 


attracted attention to McCoy, and the 
flattering notices accorded him by the 
Boston critics boomed his stock 
so 


hghly that he was given a chance at 
Tommy 
Ryan at 
Maspeth a 
few 


months later. 


GIVES RYAN A BEATING. 


Ryan regarded it as "duck soup" for 


him, and it is said that he was a bit 
careless in his preparation for the bout. 
Be this as it may. Tommy was given 
a most artistic drubbing, and knocked 
out in the fifteenth round. 


He tried all of his clever moves and 


feints 
on the 
Kid, but 
the 
latter 


blocked them all and cut Tommy to 
ribbons with his lightning-like coun- 
ters. 
Shortly after this McCoy went 


to South Africa, where he won a few 
fights and learned to gamble.. 


On returning to the United States 


the Kid started in on a meteoric ca- 
reer in the ring. He won cattle after 
battle, displaying wonderful skill and 
punishing power in all of them. Had 
he 
taken 
Fitzsimmons' advice 
and 


cared for himself properly he might 
be a champion in his class today, and 
a wealthy man at the same time, 
COULD NOT STAND PROSPERITY. 


McCoy was probably the most bril- 


liant fighter of his time, but, like some 
more 
of them, he 
could not 
stand 


prosperity and allowed himself to' be' 
dragged 
around by those 
sycophants 


who perpetually hang after all success- 
ful athletes. 


This eventually proved the undoing 


of the Kid, for he went from. bad .to 
worse. 
He became addicted to 
the 
travelling fever and 
made 
frequent 


trips between New York and England, 
gambling nearly all the way over and 
back. 


Within the past year or so the Kid 


has made repeated efforts to get him- 
self back into his old-time form, but 
failed absolutely. 
The foolish 
fellow 


has wrecked his constitution and now 
confesses his inability to get Into trim 
for a match with a man whom he has 
already defeated since his permanent 
retirement from the flighting .world.

PLANT EXPERT AT UNIVERSITY 


DISCUSSES TROUBLES OF 


ORCHARDISTS. 


. BERKELEY, February 2 —In a bulle- 
tin which has Just been issued from the 
University press. Professor Ralph E. 
Smith, plant pathologist of the agricul- 
tural experiment station of the Unlver- 
=Ity of California, makes known the re- 
•=ults of an extended series of co-opera- 
tive experiments made 
In 
orchards 
throughout the State, with the object of 
finding some relief from the pear scab. 
Professor Smith says that, aside from 
blight, the California pear may be con- 
sidered the most healthy fruit tree here 
and that even the scab is not serious 
aside fr&m the manner in which it af- 
fects the quality of the fruit. 
Professor Smith finds that the scab has 
proved disastrous to a remarkable ejcten 
to California growers, the losses going 
from one-fourth to nearly all the crop In 
years, when the disease was abundant. 
"In an average year," he says, "Call 
fornia. ships, cans and dries some 60,00 
tons of marketable pears, of a value o 
$25 per ton, or $1,500,000. 
From thesi 
figures some idea may be formed of th 
losses from pear scab in the State, con 
sldering, in relation to -the total tonnag 
utilized, the further amount rendered en 
tlrely unmarketable, ana the loss In qua] 
Ity on a large portion of that actual! 
sold—a loss representing the dlfferenc 
between 140 and 115 or J20 per ton I 
many seasons."

Henry 
Hartling,

was then called He said he had been 
,t resident of San Francisco since 1888. 
That on the way to Sacramento Tiche- 
nor had explained to him the natuie 
of their mission. He then went into 
the details of his affidavit as already 
published. 
He said that when 
the 


money was given the Senators he was 
not 
over thirty or fortyvfeet away; 


that 
there was no wrapper 
on the 


money and he 
could identify It. He 


described the 
positions of the Sena- 


tors with reference to Jordan; told 
from 
which pocket Jordan took the 


money in each instance, and in which 
pocket the receiving Senator placed 


The exchange took place in the case 


of Emmons and Bunkers shortly be- 
fore 7 o'clock in the evening. It was 
nearly 
or about 11 o'clock, he said, 


when French and Wright got theirs. 


Ralston—How far away were you? 
Hartling—About thirty feet; maybe 


forty. 


Ralston—How do you know It was 
money that passed?

TRY TO DISCREDIT HARTLING. 
The remainder of the cross-exam- 


ination of Harding was devoted

"packed" concerned Lieutenant Governor 
Alden Anderson, who appointed the com- 
mittee. Be asked that McNab be again 
called upon to answer this question Sen- 
atoi Ralston was actuated by a. sugges- 
tion made after the close of the after- 
noon session as to the best course of pro- 
cedure In the matter. 
* / 
McNab slated .that it was never in- 
tended, even by inference, to .suggest that 
the Lieutenant Governor was in any 
wise Implicated in the "packing:" of the 
committee. McNab expressed the highest 
respect and regard for f the Lieutenant 
Governor and he aeked ihat the affiant, 
Corbin, and himself be granted permis- 
sion to withdraw from the affidavit the 
paragraph that caused so much discus- 
sion. 
Senator Beishaw said he believed 
the committee had no power to grant him 
permission and that only the Senate had 
that power, but he said he would be 
pleased to convey Mcts'ab's request to the 
Senate.

DEFENSE PLACED ON RECORD. 
'Attorney Cator objected at this point, 
saving he would protest against the affi- 
davit being changed In any way, and that 
he did not believe the/Senate had the 
right to do such a thing. Belshaw re- 
sponded that the Senate would decide the 
question, and, with a statement that he 
had objected solely to place the defense 
on record in the matter, Cator subsided, 
and the incident was closed. 


TiCHENOR'S PAST 
RECORD. 


Tichenor was thereupon called to the 
stand. In reply to questions has said he 
was born in 1856 and had lived in Cali- 
fornia since 1S74. He was in the cigar 
and tobacco business In Oakland for 
three or four years and was then In the 
ice and soda business at Tucson, A. T , 
for ten years. Then ,fie.did some specu- 
lating in San Francisco. 
After that he 
was a Pullman conductor for something 
over a year. 
"How did you come, to leave the em- 
ploy of the Pullman Company?" asked 
Cator. 
"Discharged," 
replied 
the 
witness 
frankly. 
"For what reason?" . ~ 
"For cause." 
"For what cause?" 
"I never found out." 
After that the witness said he was a 
Rock Island excursion conductor. Then 
he was a Pinkerton detective for seven or 
eight years. 
Since last July he has been 
inspector of agencies for the Continental 
Building and Loan Association. When 
a.sked the nature of his business while 
with the Pinkerton people the witness re- 
plied:

DETECTIVE TELLS STORY. 


Cator asked for a ruling from the 


corfmilttee regarding the refusal of the 
witness to- answer, and the committee 
decided that Cator had no business to 
Inquire into the private relations of the 
witness and his employer. WitnPss was 
then asked if, while employed by the 
Pinkertons, he knew Emmons in Bakers- 
field. 
Cator explained, when the witness 
obiected to the question, that he was 
piivileged to inquire into the motives and 
animus of the witness. Witness replied 
that he knew Emmons at Bakersfleld, 
but the questioning failed to show that 


Jordan was paying the money to £mmons 
tne witness said he did not look lound 
to see if Hartling was also observing what 
Happened. "I bad my eyes on Jordan," 
continued Tichenor, "and the vital thing 
to me was to* see the passage of that 
mriiey. 
Jordan took tne package ot 
btils from his right-hand trousers pock- 
et. I am of the belief that Emmons tjot 
the tolls with only one hand, but I don't 
know which haul. They were bills that 
had been used—not crisp. It was apjidi- 
ently the same roll of notes that i had 
glv^n Jordan. The package was doubled, 
men rolled* UD small." 
"Are you willing," asked Cator. "knnw- 


Inj, that it may involve the liberty of 
Senator Emmons, to take, your* oath, ab- 
solutely and without reservation, that 
what you saw handed to Emmons was 
money?" 
"Gentlemen," answered Tichenor, turn- 
ing away from his questioner, facing tne 
members,of the Commission, anl speak- 
ing delibeiately, -the rolls that 1 saw 
Jordan hand to Emmons and to Bunkers 
were the same rolls of bills that I gave to 
Jordan, to the best of my knowledge am! 
belief." 


BUNKERS SEEMED PLEASED. 


"Is that all you will say—to the best of 
your knowledge anJ belief?" asked Cator, 
"yes, sir," replied the witness. • 
Cator then questioned Tichenor minute- 
ly about the payment of the money to 
Bunkers. 
"Bunkers seemed quite Jubilant on re- 
ceiving the money," said the witness, 
"and smiled broadly. He seemed to re- 
ceive It with considerable satisfaction." 
' Other things might make a man snili-.' 
besides receiving money," observed O*- 
tor. "Perhaps Jordan" told him that the 
Continental was going .to pay that $10,- 
000." . 
"Possibly. 
That would make almost 


anybody, -smile," said the detective. 
I'ifhenor said he did not reproach Jor- 
dan for paying French and Wright In hir 
(Tlchenor's) absence. The witness stated 
that he--had a conversation in Gavin 
McNab's office in the Mills building, San 
Francibc, with District Attorney 
Sey- 
mour of Sacramento and another Sacra- 
mento official with reference to the ar- 
rest of Jordan. No definite arrangements 
was made about tne"~arre*s*. 
Seymour 
had said he thought it was about time be 
took part in this matter 'and expresso'l 
regret that information had not been 
given him eailier, so that he could have 
taken action. 
•"Do you think you had sufficient war- 
rant to pay this bribe money to the Sen- 
ators?" ashed Cator. 
"I had my redress with the Legisla- 
ture. 1 could have come before the Sen- 
ate and tola the members what I had 
done," answered Tichenor. 


SOME OF BILLS RECOVERED. 


"Have you seen any of the marked 
bills since they left jour possession?' 
asked Chairman Btlshaw.

to hatch out her gondolas on the lake 
free for all, and the small boys will he 
able to catch the canvasback ducks 
without sprinkling salt on their ta'te 
owing to the flow of petroleum from the 
oil tanks at Richmond and 
from 
the 
sewer of the Piedmont baths which satu- 
rates their plumage and prevents their 
escape. 
What is it that produces trie political 
germ that buds and ripens into a candi- 
date for Mayor? Is it the man who soft- 
ly whispers in his ear something about 
municipal water, railroad, gas. and elec- 
tric light privileges, or Is it the cand'- 
date himself -who discovers "there is a 
tide in the affairs of men which if taken 
at the flood leads on to fortune," ar.<i 
consults the oracle who starts the boom?

His love of the beautiful grows 
lustv and almost uncontrollable in de- 
scribing the possibilities of Oakland V 
an earthly paradise 
Mr. Gage has been 
a -citizen of Oakland for nearly half a 
century and his artistic taste and lovj 
for Oakland is seen all about us. Where 
there are so many monuments erected 
during his long lease of power as a rail- 
roa£ magnate, It would perhaps be in- 
vidious to particularize, tmt we cannot 
refrain from mentioning one or two: 
"The first thing to greet the eye of the 
Eastern visitor when he arrives at Oak- 
land 
is 
the 
Southern Pacific get-off- 
station at 
Sixteenth street. 
A little 
wooden baggage shantv that must hav- 
cost at least J100, affording an unob- 
structed view of the bay and shoie line. 
But if the visitor wishes to carry away 
lasting impressions of Oakland, yhlc.i 
Mr. Gage has described so beautifully, he 
has only to glance at the Southern Pa- 
cific station and its nurroundiiigs 
at 
Fourteenth street, which is located and 
adorns the very haait of the city. Ihe 
pleasing prospect in front of this ter- 
minal station is a triangle on which Is 
located a sewer-pipe establishment wltn 
a wood yard attachment where two little 
engines are kept busy sawing wood in 
the mud which is seldom more than a 
food deep, and gives the place a trulv 
rural and busy aspect. On tne piemises 
surrounding the modest station house, 
wnich must have cost in the early days 
as much as 550, are nestled in sweet 
confusion the busy little shops of a num- 
ber of good paying tenants; a bootblack 
stand for both sexes, a female barber 
shop, a flower store, a news stand, a 
peanut roasting machine, and a seat for 
a blind beggar who for many years lm 
played mournful, music_ all the live long 


scares teams and splashes mud as he 
switches his iron horse from the head 
to the tan of the out-going train. Along 
the track for some distance is a line: of 
poles, securely fastened at the bottom 
wltn sheets of tin safely welded together 
with tobacco juice, mud and a few nans. 
supporting a water shed with the roof so 
llanted that the drippines will be sure 
to fall upon the patrons while getting on 
and off the cars. To get to this station 
the women, if they wear rubbers and are 
very careful, need only have the bottom 
of their French laundered skirts soiled. 
as the mud and axle grease is seldom 
more than two or three inches deep rlgirt 
at the station, but when the evening 
trains are long and reach Into Webster 
street, and the ladles get off In the dar* 
why of course they are up against It 
ankle deep.
